Since the columns of the Eagle 
have been thrown open to a dis 
fusion of the proposed w ater tow 
cr, an election to vote bonds for 
carlie having been called for Oc­ 
tober 6th, I wish to state that 
am heartily in favor of the pro­ 
ject. 
There is no doubt but that 
it will cost money to install the 
tank. 
The only question that 
stands in the way is whether it 
will be worthwhile and will bring 
u tu rn s on the Investment. 
The 
main pro sure of the city will have 
been greatly increased by the con- 
truction of such tank and there 
will be a more ample supply of 
water at all times for use in case 
of fires or for the general domes­ 
tic consumption in the residence 
or business district. 
As to direct returns, the city 
will receive a reduction of approx- 
m ately $2,000 as a m atter of re­ 
duced insurance premiums. In ad­ 
dition the city 
will save a like 
am ount in the cost of operation of 
the city water departm ent, accord­ 
ing to estim ates of the city man­ 
agement. 
There is $4,000 saved from the 
total cost of $30,000 or less. 
This 
$ 1,000 
annually 
would, in the 
course of seven or eight years, 
pay for the cost 
of the tower 
which would 
be 
sorvicable 
for 
many years to come and would 
have given us the benefit of its 
use throughout the entire period 
of time. 
For these reasons I ex­ 
pect to vote for the bonds for the 
construction of erection of such 
tower in Bryan and would urge 
my friends to do the same.
